DEMOCRACY— 


BY J. P. GRIFFIN 


“For you to revere me that is 
your wisdom, to shun evil 
that is knowledge,’ 


struggle between dictatorship 
and democracy is fundamen- 
tally a struggle between two con- 
flicting sets of loyalties. Among 
other shades of meaning, we find 
that to be loyal means “to be 
faithful and true to a cause, an 
idea, or an institution”, and that 
loyalty is the ‘quality of being 
loyal in all senses’, and, fidelity, 
trustworthiness, staunchness”’. 
Now it is quite possible for loy- 
alties to be mis-applied. A dic- 
tator can arouse intense loyalty 
in the minds of his supporters, and 
the special loyalty which must 
above all others be cultivated, is 
an unswerving loyalty to himself 
and his commands. The. fanatical 
loyalty which Hitler was able to 
arousé in the minds of men and 
women was a first necessity to 
him before he could begin to carry 
out his plans of world conquest. 
It is the loyalties of a nation 
which hold it together. In a re- 
vealing passage in  Churchill’s 
memoirs he tells how, after France 
had fallen, he casually announced 
to his colleagues at a cabinet meet-

ing his determination to fight on, 


upon which they spontaneously 
crowded: around his chair in af- 
firming an equally resolute will 
to battle with the Nazis. He then 
expresses the opinion that if he 
had not shown that determination 
to fight—a determination which 
was truly an accurate interpreta- 


‘tion of the wish of the whole of 


the British people—they would un- 
doubtedly have thrown hiva out of 
office and found themselves an- 
other leader. Thus in the case of 
the British their loyalties gave 
them cohesion and strength. while, 
but ¢@ few miles away, as distances 
in Canada go, the divided loyalties 
of the French Republic led that 
great nation, famed throughout 
the world for its courage and 
fighting power, into shameful. sur- 
render to the armies of Germany. 


The preservation of democracy 
then depends upon the appropri- 
ateness and strength of its loyal- 
ties. Indeed because democracy is 
composed of free citizens who are 
not under the compulsion of loy-

cording to a recent survey by 
Henry C. Link and Albert D. Frei- 
berg of the Psychological Corpora- 
tion, yeported * in the February, 
1949 Journal of Applied Psy- 
chology. When: asked this ques- 
tion, 51% of the people polled re- 
plied negatively and, 23% said 
they did not know. About 26% 
thought that Socialism. is becom- 
ing dangerous. 


-In sharp contrast to this were 
the answers to a similar question 
on Communism which indicated 
that 67% think that Communism 
is becoming dangerous, 24% do 
not think so, and only 9% .un- 
decided. — 


“The sharp repudiation of Com- 
‘munism as compared with Social- 
ism,” says Dr. Link, “is no doubt 
influenced by the strained rela- 
tions between Russia and the 
United States.” 


Kinnow the Difference 


The results of a query ,on 
‘whether Communism and Social- 
ism are the game thing were en- 
couraging. Nearly 61% regarded 
them as different, less than 23% 
said they were the -same, and 
16% didn’t know. As was to be 
eapected, the higher the educa- 
tional level, the more likely peo- 
ple are to regard them as dif- 
ferent. Less encouraging, however, 
is a breakdowa, of the answers on 
a union and non-union basis which 
indicated that unionists are more 
likely to confuse. Socialism. and 
Communism than non-unionists.
